The stories of Genesis 
were originally primitive tradi- 
_ ‘tions of this nature, but repeated- 
ly revised by Hebrewseers they now 
convey to us the most important 
revelation of religious trath ever 
given to the inspired minds of 
men. The Babylonian inscriptions 
of the Creation-Story discovered 
by G.,N. Smith at Nineveh in 1872, 
correspond in minute ‘details 
with Genesis. “When the 
heavens: about and the 
‘earth below did not exist, Apau 
‘Tiamat (The Abyrs and Waters) 
were the beginning. The dark- 
ness was ‘not lifted from the 
“waters.” Then, follows the rise of 
many gods, who quarrelled with 
Tiamat. One of them, Marodach, 
» killed the latter and broke his 
:  dragon-skin in two, to make the 
earth and the firmament. _ Then 
‘Marodach made the stars and 
- ordained the years and months, 
appointing the. sun‘ to rule the 
day and moon to rule the night, 
fmally creating all living crea- 
- tures. Genesis is clearly of Baby- 
lonian origin, but its significant 
difference is its pure monotherism. 
Even Greece’which acknowledged 
Zeus as All-ruler, worshipped 
many subordinate gods. The He- 
brew narrative alone teaches the’ 
unity, the goodness and the per- 
sonality of God. The God who 
‘makes all things good must by 
implication be Himself perfectly 
good. Personality is the conjunc-

“With -regard to. the Deluge, 
geologists tell us'that no universal 
Flood, since man has lived.on the 
earth, bas taken place.

Thirdly, our Hebrew narrative is 
composed of two ancient accounts, 
like the - Creation story; but in 
this case the two strands have 
been interwoven presumably be- 
cause of their contradictions. The 
number of each animal in'the ark, 
and the numbers.of the days of the 
flood. and other ‘details are con- 
tradictory -in our, two "Bible ac- 
counts when we disentangle them 
All this militates against the his- 
toricity of the stoty. The reli- 
gious truth, however, with which 
the Hebrew seera were inspired, 
\imay be recognised by a ‘mere 
glance at the Babylonian original. 
The Deluge is brought about by 
Four Gods, angry at the rebellion 
of men. The rest of the Gods are 
so terrified by the floods that they 
“crouch in a heap like a dog in 
a kennel” The chief character, 
Hasisadra, is ordered to prepare 
the ark and cover it with pitch. 
He takes in the animals and shuts 
the door. -Eventually the ark 
grounds on the top of a mountain. 
Three birds are sent out in suc- 
cession, a dove, a swallow and a 
raven, and the raven does not re- 
turn. The hero builds an altar, 
offering sacrifice; wherenpon “the 
gods smell the sweet savour and 
swarm like flies around the sacri- 
fices.” Then the rainbow ‘appears 
raid the hero is translated. to hea- 
yen. - The stories of Genesis I-KI 
are based on' Babylonian “ myths, 
but revised by generations of 
Hebrew seers from Abraham 
2,300'B.C, to Ezra 444 B.C... They 
teach..a pure religious truth, re- 
vealed to ‘no’ .other - nation. 
Through the Jews and the long 
history of their prehistoric tradi- 
tions we now see God's age-long

‘One of the greatest of all origin- 


al thinkers in medicine recently 
informed the ‘writer that ‘after 
long investigation, he had come 


to the conclusion that the first} - 
and. éarliest of all the signs} 


of disease was-exhaustion. His 
view corresponds to that reached 


by other workers in the same field. | . 


It is necessary, however, to define 
what we mean by exhaustion. 


What we do not mean is the|- 


state of complete, mental and 
physical “emptiness” which fol- 
lows great effort. The symptom 
we are dealing with is far slighter 
than that—it might be’ better to 
call it simply a limitation of the 
field of response to calls for effort. 
For ‘examples, a man has been 
accustomed to walk up a4 certain 
staircase i and’ without 
any discomfort. But now he 
finds: that: he-.has to’ slacken 
his pace a little or otherwise “he 
will be short of breath when he 
i$ more than. usually tired at the 
end of his day's work and that he 
tends, in this state, to feel a little 
giddy or a little’ nervous and 
irritable. Or, again,-a person of 
even temper begins to win a re- 
putation for hastiness. He does 
not concentrate so well as he 
used to do and small things 


\irritate and annoy him. Hoe is 


apt to lose his temper. 

- These men are ill, and the 
limits set upon their endeavours, 
mental or physical, afford an 


.] indication of the extent. of- their 


disability. They are not suffer- 
ing from muscular weakness in 
the sense that their muscles’ are 
damaged. They are not suffering 
from heart mischief in the sense 
that they have any heart:disease. 
They are not suffering from 
disease at all if by that term is 
meant a breakdown of a particular 
organ. But they are on the way 
todisease, nevertheless. __ 
“FATIGUE AND THE NERVOUS 
SYSTEM. 4 : 
In previous articles we attempt- 
to show that the poisons of disease 
act specially on the nervous 
system in a very great many 
cases. "Recent - research has 
shown that fatigue, though it is 
felt in the muscles, really occurs 
in the brain and spinal cord—in 
other words, that the brain cells 
get tired before the muscles they 
contro]. gt 
This explains why a man who 
is tired out on one occupation be- 
comes fresh and vigorous again 
when he changes over to another 
and'so employs a new'set of brain 
cells—e,y., @ game of golf after 
business, even though the second 
occupation may make greater 
demands on“his muscles than 
the first. Now if we realise that 
tiredness or fatigue or exhaustion 
occurs in the brain cells and 
nervous system and notin the 
muscles, and if we accept the 
view that the poisons of many 
diseases act. primarily on this 
nervous system, we see at once 
how it comes about that the very 
earliest presence of disease in 
shown by tiredness. The poison- 
ed nervous system becomes play- 
ed out sooner. than’ the healthy 
one. And the rate of exhaustion 
of the nervous system depends on 
the amount of poison present. . 
° This is really much better re- 
cognised.by the public than it has 
been by the doctors, because 
every one knows that the process 
of living produces - poisons in the 
bodily system which have to be 
carried away and gotrid of Con- 
sequently after strenuous efforts 
more of these poisons are present 
than is normally the case, and so, 
for’ the time being, the man 
will . become exhausted more 
easily than usual. “He will, 
in fact, be suffering from a normal 
degree of exhaustion occasioned 
by thé poisons which, resulted 
from his period of work and which 
have not yet been got tid of. He 
will tell you that he “feels too 
tired” to. undertake any more 
effort that day, and -very soon 
he: will go off to’ rest. During 
sleep the body will gradually, in 
its own subtle ways, refresh his 
nervous system, 80 that he begins 
the new day. on. good terms with

He jeay be suffering 
from tubdiculdsis in a very’ early 
stage.

He-may be poisoning 
himself from-his own alimentary 
tract, and suitable attention to 
this may “make e new man of 
bim.”

That, aS it seems to me, is’ the 
root of the evil. The shopkeeper 
may be, and often is, 2 criminal 
also in this matter, but at least 
he does take'some risk with -a 
perishable stock and an uncertain 
demand. But for these huge 
profits of the middlemen, who 
must all be on the way to great 
wealth, there can be no excuse 
whatever. If they -Plead that 
their-expenses at Covent Garden 
cause this-inflation, then Covent 
Garden should itself be abolished 
and a Government market 
established.

Dnring the past few days there 
has been an increasing ‘Dumber 
of strikes following on demands 
for inoreases in. wages.. The 
movement is spréading all over 
the country, but fortunately the 
strikeshavenot been accompanied 
by disorder, although they must 
have astonished. and _ waméd 
the capitalists. Wages* have 
been considerably increased since 
the war butthe morease is as 


therafore the workers are not 
satisfied. Moreover, many have 
been driven out of employment 
owing tothe contraction’ of in- 
dustry caused by the armistice. 
From the time of the armistice 
up to last May, the number of 
people dismissed amounted. to 
45,924. The ‘workers — have 
hi herte been patiently enduring 
this state of things and at the 
same time expecting a fall in the 
prices of commodities, but in the 
Meantime many-: industrial 
companies have continued to 
pay large dividends to their 
shareholders, ranging from 50 to 
100 per cent.. and” prices. Instead 
of falling. have been mounting. 
Thus the livelihood of the work- 
ing clases has come to be threat- 
enad. The Government has 
failed and still fails to ris> to t1e 
occasion; Mr. Yam’moto, the 
Minister of Agriculture and Com- 
merce: has even announced that 
every one must look after him- 
self in the matter of income. 
Apart from thé question of the 
rights of the workers s+ is not 
astonishing ‘that they should 
demand an increase of wages in 
order to be’ able to live. 
The capitalists were not una- 
ware of this?.*as is shown’ 
by their movement for the har- 
monisation of capita} and Jabour: 
for the propagenda of paternalism 
and for ‘the ‘ establishrnent of 
“benefit” sociéties.” But they 
have failed toprevent the outbreak 
of strikes. They still cherish the 
worn-out idea that’ they are the 
masters and that the workers aré 
at their mercy... The workers, om 
the other hand, contend that they 
‘| have no reason to yield blindly to 
the commands of the capitalists 
when they are suffering from the 
difficulty of living, and to-day 
tbey have given vent to their 
‘grievances in the form of strikes. 
Although their grievances wary
